Her prison cell was 
about eight feet long and about 
four feet wide and more than 
nine people lived in the cell at 
one time. The temperature irf 
the prison was unimaginable. 
They were given a small ball of 
food at eac meal. Miss Ahn 
feels that the" hardest thing in 
the world that a human can ex- 
perience physically is starva- 
tion. 

Because of starvation and ex- 
treme weather out of 4500 pri- 
soners 2500 starved or froze to 
death.
